In 1933 Damon Runyon (1884-1946) wrote "The 
Idyll of Miss Sarah Brown," which later became the basis 
for the Broadway musical Guys and Dolls. A journalist and 
short story writer, Runyon was famous for his depictions 
of New York City's more colorful characters, namely gam- 
blers and chorus girls. In his "Idyll," Runyon added some 
flavor by including missionary characters. He was once 
quoted as embellishing Eccesiastes in the following way: 
"The race is not always to the swift, nor the battle to the 




strong, but that's the way to bet." 

Originally envisioning a serious romantic com- 
edy, Frank Loesser went through eleven librettists before 
hiring Joe Swerling and Abe Burrows, radio and television 
writers with no experience on Broadway. Guys and Dolls 
opened on November 24, 1950 at the 46th Street Theatre 
and enjoyed a run of nearly 1200 performances. It was the 
fifth longest-running musical of the fifties, garnering six 
Tony nominations and six awards including Best Musi- 
cal, Best Actor and Actress, Best Choreography, and Best 
Director. 

In 1955 Hollywood produced a film version (four 
Academy Award nominations) with big box office names 
including Marlon Brando, Frank Sinatra, and Jean Sim- 
mons. The stage production was revived with an all-black 
cast in 1976, and in 1992 Nathan Lane and Peter Galla- 
gher starred in the lead male roles in yet another revival 
on Broadway. Currently, the show is enjoying its latest 
revival in London with Ewan MacGregor playing Ski 
Masterson.

Presidents' Day 
Looking at the Lincoln Memorial 

By Virginia Morgan 

Although thousands of tourists have visited the 
Lincoln Memorial in Washington, DC, probably not as 
many have stepped inside the memorial to view the items 
on display. Designed by sculptor Daniel Chester French, 
it is possibly the one posterity will give the most atten- 
tion to. Dignity, serenity, repose, great sympathy and 
understanding-patience, these are infinite qualities that 
the sculptor wrought into his statue of the incomparable 
Lincoln. 

Construction on the memorial began on Lincoln's 
birthday, February 12, 1914 and the cornerstone was laid 
on February 12, 1915. Dedication was held on May 30, 
1922, with Chief Justice William H. Taft presiding. By an 
Act of Congress, the cost to build was limited to $2,594. 

The statue is colossal in size, yet so perfect in de- 
sign that the sense of proportion is lost in the admiration 
of the art in it. The interior white marble is one spacious 
room relieved by only eight massive gray-white stone

On the north wall Lincoln's Second Inaugural Message is 
reproduced; on the south wall, his Gettysburg Address. 

The pedestal and statue weigh 550 tons. The 
statue weighs 150 tons. The head alone is three feet high 
and weighs 3,250 pounds. Washington, DC, the Capital 
of the nation, is the very heart of our business, social and 
political life.

counts of herring in local waters. 

At 6:24 pm the board presented a plaque to Gi- 
rard Oliva for his past 14 years of service on the Board of 
Appeals (BOA). 

At 6:26 pm the board met with Fire Chief Ronald 
Scott to discuss personnel issues. 

"I've got a three-part (presentation) and it's all 
going to intermingle," Chief Scott said. "We're having a 
real tough time filling our day shift. We had one person 
leave for a better job and we have another who does 
in-town inspections who's going to be leaving for the 
Police Academy. This is not a ploy to get (a full-time) Fire 
Department, it's a fire position, but it's bascially a need for 
daytime inspectors." 

In addition. Chief Scott noted that as of March

require special permitting; and in the case of plantings for the 
parking lot actually propose substandard designs. The main 
reason for the special permit is not even mentioned! In truth, the 

applicant's special permit is for a drive-through facility serving 
food. This is plainly disallowed under long standing Town By- 
laws. 

Town by-laws allow special permits be granted by the 
ZBA provided certain concerns and issues are successfully met. 
Prominent among these concerns is that any proposed facility: 
"not be detrimental to the established and future character of the 
neighborhood and Town." 

Mattapoisett voters indicated in Fall of 2005 in the 
newly-adopted Village Business District by-laws that the future 
character of the Route 6 neighborhood be pedestrian in character 
without drive through businesses. In addition, the ZBA must 
bear the burden of proof to grant a special permit. This burden 
must meet certain tests, and is not merely an opinion of Board 
members. The ZBA must prove and must issue in writing: 

• "that the proposed benefits to the Town will out- 
weigh any adverse effects on the Town or the vicinity in view 
of the particular characteristic of the site and of the proposal in 
relation to the site"; 

• "social economic, or community needs which are 

served"; 

• "traffic flow and safety"; 

• "impact on nearby uses"; and 

• "demands on community facilities and services." 
Within five days of the special permit application, 

30 days are allowed to the planning, conservation, and health 
boards to submit written review. What is the status of these 
boards' written reviews? Date of the Tedeschi special permit 
application is January 26, 2006; written reviews from the boards

Harlan Ellison once wrote a semi-famous essay 
about wandering into a Saturday-night showing of The 
Omen. He left with a bleak view of humanity: it seems 
the late-night audience hooted and laughed at David 
Warner's notorious decapitation-by-pane-glass. What 
Ellison didn't get, I think, is that his fellow fihngoers 
weren't applauding real death; they were responding to the elaborate 
clockwork contrivance of a fake demise. (It's the same sourly amused 
reaction we have when reading the Darwin Awards.) The entire raison 
d'etre of the Omen films, and the Friday the 13th films after them, is 
simply this: who's gonna get it next, and how? 
Anyway, EUison would've been doubly appalled at the audience's car- 
rying-on at a late-Friday showing of Final Destination 3, which shares 
the same reason for being. I enjoyed the previous entries, especially the 
second one, which kicked off with a truly magnificent diorama of high- 
way catastrophe as relentless and precise as a ticking clock. Nothing in 
FD3 is quite so inspired, though the bit in which two topless high-school 
girls are trapped inside malfunctioning tanning beds has a certain cruel 
vigor. These movies all share a premise: a teenager has a premonition of 
disaster — a plane crash (part one), a car pUe-up (part deux), and, here, 
a roUercoaster flying off the rails — and manages to save a few people. 
Those people have cheated death, and so death follows them through- 
out the movie, apparently quite resentfully, as none of the victims dies 
peacefully in his or her sleep. 

Here, poor Wendy (Mary Elizabeth Winstead) has the vision of 
impending doom, which isn't enough to save her boyfriend, but does 
spare the lives of several obnoxious kids and another kid (Ryan Mer- 
riman) who understands what's going on. The familiar template clicks 
into place: Try to convince skeptical people that they should stay away 
from, say, the fireworks display in the park; they ignore you; they die. 
Sometimes the director, James Wong, and his co-writer Glen Morgan 
(they initiated the series but sat out the second film) catch us leaning the 
wrong way: a pair of gleaming swords hanging precariously on a wall 
do not, as wc expect, fall down and cleave someone in two; they fall 




harmlessly, cutting something else, and then the guy gets it. 

Whoo! Man, that had to hurt! And other similar things one says at 
movies like this. As a parade of intricate carnage. Final Destination 3 
delivers , though by now the novelty — for those with no sense of horror- 
fihn history, that is — must have played itself out. Aside from Wendy, her 
concerned friend, and her snarky sister, we don't actually care whether 
any of the characters dies. Over-identification with the victims would only 
interfere with the gory schadenfreude, so the two tanning-bed victims 
are straight out of Mean Girls, the jock is a boastful knucklehead, the 
goth kid and his girlfriend are imperiously disdainful of Wendy and her 
mission, the homdog with the camcorder hits on everything feniale whUe 
referring to himself in the third person. Wendy's conscientious fight to 
keep them all alive seems a mere formality, a gesture towards moraUty. 
But nobody in the audience is there to watch people avoid death. 

Final Destination 2 involved people of various ages; it wasn't only 
teens in peril, and each potential victim had careers, experiences, lives 
that were worth preserving. This one regresses the series to what Roger 
Ebert,backinthesplatter-film '80s, dubbed the DeadTeenager genre. So 
the first and third movies play something Uke Heathers given a morbid 
supernatural spin. It could be that James Wong and Glen Morgan (who 
had a hand in The X-Files, and remade Willard to fantastic effect a few 
years ago) are working off some bitterness against teens; I couldn't 
say for sure. I do notice their next collaboration, currently filming, is a 
remake of the '70s slasher flick Black Christmas. I suspect one way to 
exact delayed revenge for getting shoved into your locker a lot in high 
school (I'm assuming Wong and Morgan, who've worked on several sci- 
fl series, were nerds back then) is to kiU off your tormentors in movies. 
Better that than in real life, I guess. Would that Dylan Heboid and Eric 
Harris had waited a few vears and sone to Hollywood.

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It's evident after talking just a few minutes to Brian 
Alves, the newly-hired Executive Director at Old Roch- 
ester Community Television, Inc. (ORCTV), that he's 
always been something of a "video junkie."

"I was using two VCRs and a Videonics controller that 
I never understood. So you'd see like jump-cuts and 
lines going through the videotape. But we had fun." 

You could say Mr. Alves and I are something of 
kindred spirits. Hearing him explain how his friends 
all referred to him as "the camera guy" growing up and 
listening to him recount one project where he attached 
a camera to his car while driving over the Mount Hope 
Bridge really hit home with me. Only in my case it was 
"the video guy" and the Braga Bridge in Fall River. 

Nevertheless, I could tell we were both taken in by 
the same allure of the video medium at an early age. 

"I've been involved with television since I was 13 
years old," Mr. Alves said from the new ORCTV studio 
facility beneath the cafeteria at ORR High School. "I 
started fiddling around with video and started (shooting) 
some productions in my backyard." 

Ongoing projects in high school and college eventu- 
ally led him to a stint at his first public access facility 
in Warren, RI, where he was amazed to find he could 
come in and use state-of-the-art equipment for free. 

"You pay this little fee and you have access to 
professional production equipment anytime that you 
want," he said. "From there, I was hooked." 

As life moved on, so did Brian, but wherever he 
ended up living he would always find himself drawn 
to the local public access facility — from Holden to 
Fitchburgh, to Leominster, to Medford, to Worcester, 
and eventually Salem, where he last worked for two 
and a half years as the second-in-command under their 
Executive Director. 

"I was always interested in becoming an Executive 
Director, that was my goal," he said. "I would always 
watch the Executive Directors and wanted to get in- 
volved and become an important part of the production 
process." 
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To that end, Mr. Alves finally had his dream come 
true when he was hired last month to be ORCTV 's first 
full-time Executive Director — a job in which he will 
oversee the Public, Education and Government (PEG) 
Access channel operations for Marion, Mattapoisett 
and Rochester. 

And it's not just tinkering with technology that in- 
terests and excites Mr. Alves — to him, public access 
television remains a vital and crucial outlet for public 
information. 

"It's not just for a 'tech junkie' like me," he said. 
"It's the only outlet where you can learn to exercise 
your free speech, to get your message out." 

Having not taken any formal video or television 
production courses in school, Mr. Alves said he also 
learned everything he knows from working in and 
around countless public access facilities. So for him it 
also provided invaluable "on the job" training. 

"I learned a lot in Salem," he said. "When I started 
there we had zero members ... when I left we had about 
280 members, with an active member base of about 65 
members." 

Mr. Alves said he looks forward to recruiting a 
similarly active and involved membership from the 
tri-towns for ORCTV. "It's just a matter of letting 
people know (this facility) is available, because once 
they know about it, the wheels start turning," he said. 
"They can learn how to use the equipment in a single 
class and they can do their own show. Whatever you 
do you can come here and put it on TV for the rest of 
the towns to watch ... and that's pretty cool."
